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The Church of lreland. 


We reported yesterday the Bishop of 
Killaloe s sermon on the need of reform 
in the Church of Ireland. It is one of the 
frankest and most stimulating addresses 
which have been delivered from an Irish 
pulpit jn. our own time, and it is the 
more encouraging because we know that 
the Bishop is not Athanasius contra 
mundum. The question has been much 
discussed in Church circles during the past 
year. It will be the subject of a con- 
ference in Dublin next month, to 
which most of the clerical unions 
throughout the country will send 
delegates. The time has come when 
we must face certain facts, difficult and 
disheartening though some of them may 
be. One is that the Church is tending 
to become departmentalised—to become, as 
it were, thirteen small Churches, instead 
of one great communion. Another is that 
the machinery created at Disestablishment 
is no longer in harmony with the Church’s 
needs. There has been a decrease in 
the Church population of Ireland during 
the last forty years, together with substan- 
tial migrations from one part of Ireland 
te another. The Bishop of Killaloe tells 
us, for instance, that the Church popula- 
tion of his own united dioceses has de. 
clined by fifty per cent., while that of 
Belfast has increased by forty thousand 
souls, Other dioceses in the South and 
West could tell the same story as Killaloe 
and her sister dioceses, Under the fixed 
diocesan machinery, however, the allot- 
ment of clergy to the several dioceses has 
not changed. One result is that, while the 
Killaloe dioceses have one clergyman for 
every hundred members of the Church 
population, the Diocese of Down and 
Connor and Dromore has less than one 
clergyman for every eight hundred mem- 
bers. The Belfast clergy are overwhelmed 
with work. Of large numbers of the rural 
clergy in the West and South Dr, Sterling 
Berry tells us that, after they have been 
decent not to fail in the duties of their 
office, nine-tenths of their time hangs idle 
ou their hands, Both conditions are bad, 
but the latter is infinitely the worse, for, 
as the proverb says, it is better to wear 
out than to rust out. “The average country 
parson leads a lonely, idle life in uncon- 
genial surroundings, Unless he is a mati 
oi exceptional character he does not study, 
and his reading is confined to the daily 
newspaper, Hé may become what Homer 
calls a mere “ burdener of the earth,” yet 
under the present law of the Church he is 


' 
l|saddled with him, ‘until superannuation 


| becomes 


‘imposed on his parishioners, and they are. 
removes him at an advanced age. The 
unenviable state of the incumbent of a 
small rural parish in the West or South 
is aggravated by the smallness of his in- 
come. The prospect of such a life 
increasingly . unattractive to 
the young man of the present age. He 
feels that, while the religious life calls for 
sacrifice, he should not be asked to make 
avoidable sacrifices. As a consequence, 
the standard of scholarship and general 
ability in candidates for the ministry of 
‘the Church of Ireland has declined con-. 
siderably in recent years. That is a hard 
saying, but no honest and observant man 
will deny its truth, 

We have said “avoidable” sacrifices, 
and that is the whole point of the Bishop 
of Killeloe’s address. The conditions 
which are now sapping the Church’s 
spiritual vitality, weakening her influence 
everywhere save in the cities and towns, 
and lowering a once conspicuous standard 
of scholarship, can be remedied. Dr. 
Sterling Berry indicates some fundamental 
necessities. The water-tight compartments 
of the thirteen dioceses must be broken 
up, and the clergy must be redistributed in 
accordance with the needs of the Church 
population. He suggests that rectors in 
large and sparsely populated dioceses 
should have the assistance of bands of 
licensed laymen. Our own view is that 
there are plenty of clergy to “go 
round,” and that all that is needed is 
a‘ wise re-arrangement of duties and a 
liberal use of motor cars and motor 
bicycles. A sweeping amalgamation of 
small parishes would enable communities 
of five or six clergymen, living in some 
central place, to minister to a large area. 
This system would take the country clergy- 
man out of his present rut, and would 
allow him to live as God intended that all 
men should live—-in congenial society and 
with ardent interests in both worlds. We 
shudder at the prospect of rural. burial 
which seems to await some of the younger 
clergy of the Church who are now seeing 
life on the tremendous stage of embattled 
Europe. We agree with Dr. Sterling Berry 
that a fairly frequent change of ministries 
would be good for both clergy and con- 
gregations. The real problem, however, 
is the financial problem. To the average 
layman the contrast between clerical 
poverty and the total] assets of the Church 
remains an inscrutable paradox. He is 
told that these millions are tied up in 
“trusts’’ of one sort or another, but the 
feeling is obstinate in him that, “trust” or 
no “trust, the Church's first duty is to 
provide a living wage for her ministers. 
The Bishop of Killaloe proposes that the 
financial system which was settled at 
Disestablishment shall be “ scrapped,” and 
that all parochial and diocesan moneys 
shall be merged in a common fund and 
administered, by a central body of lay ex- 
perts, for the impartial benefit of the 
whole Church. He foresees (and so do we) 
al, sorts of objections to this proposal— 
objections legal, technical, financial, or 
merely selfish, The fact remains that a 
drastic reorganisation of Church finance 
has become necessary if the Church is to be 
a living and growing influence in whatever 
future God is preparing for Ireland, More 
over, there is always a possibility, as the 
Bishop warns us, that, if the Church 
delays too long, some secular power—per- 
haps, an unfriendly power—may take that 
reorganisation out of her hands. We all 
see to-day how the swilt growth of State 
Socialism is playing ducks and drakes with 
the sanctity of private property. For 
every reason the Church of Ireland should 
address herself quickly, boldly, and firmly 
to the work of internal reform. 


The War Loan. 


If an over-worked epithet was ever justi- 
fied, it is abundantly justified in Mr, 
Bonar Law's description yesterday of the 
amount subscribed to the War Loan as 
“amazing.” The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer is not yet in possession of detailed 
figures, but he was able to announce that 
the total amounts at least to seven 
hundred million pounds of new money. 
He was invited before the floating of 
the Loan to state the amount which he 
wonld consider necessary to make it a 
success. He gave a figure which was 
much higher than his anticipations, and 
that figure was only six hundred million 
pounds—a hundred millions less than the 
amount actually realised. The 1915 Loan 
realised £585,000,000; but of that amount 
two hundred millions were subscribed 
directly by the banks, and only the balance 
was supplied by the public. The new 
Loan has been subscribed entirely by the 
public, so that immense potential resources 
remain in reserve in the banks for the 
usual financing of trade and for further 
assistance to the State. The banks, of 
course, have rendered enormous services to 
the success of the Loan. Instead of sub- 
scribing directly and being responsible 
themselves to their depositors, they have 
harnessed their customers to the Loan by 
making advances; and by work and thrift 
the main body of the money will be back 
in the banks by the end of the year. Mr. 
i Bonar Law was not able to give the total 
number of subscribers, but estimates agree 
that it will be in the neighbourhood of five 
millions, or eight times as many people as 
aubscribed to last year's Loan. The new 
Loan is not merely an unprecedented 
financial triumph; it . promises to 
create a social revolution. A huge 
rentier class, drawn from all sections 
of society, has come into existence. 
A change has been effected which must 
have profound consequences not only upon 
the habits of the individual citizen, but 
also in deepening the economic foundations 
of the State. Dublin, we are glad to learn, 
has done its share in contributing to the 
triumphant success of the Loan. Our 
public bodies in the South, as we showed 
yesterday, compare most unfavourably in 
this respect with those in Ulster; but 
private subscriptions from Dublin are 
roughly estimated to amount to the very 
respectable total of ten million pounds. 
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Official Rations.

Even if we should be wrong in that, still 
the Doyle family have been accustomed for 
so long to enjoy all the other advantages 
that they could hardly be. deprived of any 
part of them without compensation, When 
this matter of rations was under discussion 
once before it was suggested to Mr. Doyle 
that the basis on which the cash equivalent 
should be reckoned should be the cost of 
the rations to the Union, as these rations 
had been bought on contract. The 
master replied that he would want cash 
equal to the retail cost of whatever amount 
of rations might be withdrawn. If he 
still holds that view, his salary will be in- 
creased by quite a nice littlesum, and rising 
prices will have no terrors for him, for the 
Union—the ratepayers—will bear them. As 
a matter of fact, the Union has been doing 
that all through the war period for the 
tationed officials, and in that way these 
officials have received a steady and 
constant increase of salary proportionate 
to the increased cost of living. Still, let 
there be no injustice. The Doyle family 
must continue to have the £599 as free as 
pessible from deduction for those items of 
rent, food, coal, and light which give in- 
creasing anxiety to most of us. 


IRISH QUESTIONS. 


POTATO EXPORTS. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. DUKE, answering Mr. White, said the 
quantity of potatoes exported frown Ireland 
under the Potatoes (Ireland) Order, 1916, which 
came into operation on the 2ist December, 
1916, up to 3ist January last, is 5,500 tons, ex- 
clusive of (1) exports for MM FHAN and 
(2) exports in small quantities by private per- 
sons. A statement giving the porte from which 
the potatoes were shipped and the names of 
the traders who were granted export licences 
would be supplied to the hon. member. No con 
ditions were attached to any of these licences, 
save in regard to the quantity authorised in 
each case. 

Captain DONELAN—In view of the danger of 
a shortage of potatoes in Ireland before the 
next crop is fit for food, will steps be taken 
to cancel all existing licences and prevent all 
further shipments of potatoes from Ireland ? 

Mr. DUKE—I can assure the hon. member 
that the utmost ible attention is being 
given from day to iar te this question. 


COMPULSORY TILLAGE. 

Mr. DUKE, answering Mr. Patrick White, 
said he was assured that whenever the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture considered it necessary to 
enter upon the land of an occupier who failed 
to comply with the Defence of the Realm Re- 
gulations for compulsory tillage the circum 
stances of the locality would be taken into 
consideration.

Mr. BONAR LAW-—~The subjects to be áis. 
cussed at the Conference will not, of course, te 
finally settled until after the arrival of the 
representatives of the Overseas Dominions, but 
the decision of a question which concerns the 
administration of the United Kingdom can 
obviously only be taken by the Imperial Par- 
liament. 

Mr. LYNCH—Is the right hon. gentleman 
aware that Ireland is determined to have seif- 
government, and that the time has passed for 
patronising that country? 

Mr. OUTHWAITE—If thie is to be a War 
Conference will not the Dominions, therefore, 
be discussing questions of autonomy for the 
Slovaks. Why then should not the question cf 
autonomy for Ireland arise ? 

Mr. BONAR LAW-—I do not think either cf 
these questions arises.

The agenda of the Con- 
ference, he said, would not be finally 
settled until the arrival of the Dominion 
representatives, and, while nothing would 
be ruled out which they wished to discuss, 
he thought it unlikely that they would 
wish to discuss anything that might inter- 
fere with the cbnduct of the war. 


Although the Bill to deal with the enemy 
princes and their British titles is to be 
introduced in the House of Lords next 
week, Mr. Swift MacNeill is not yet satis- 
fied, and wants the Royal Phccnstive used 
at once to deprive them of the style of 
“Royal Highness.” But the law officers, 
it seems, have the temerity to differ from 
Mr. MacNeill’s reading of the law, and 
hold that this matter, too, must be dealt 
with by legislation. 

Much Lobbying is being done by Na- 
tionalists—and by one in particular—in 
the interests of Mr. 1. P. O'Connor a reso- 
lution asking for immediate Home Rule 
for Ireland. No day has yet been defi- 
nitely fixed for discussion of the resolu- 
tion, but the probability holds that it will 
be next week. Tuesday was mentioned a 
few days ago. Now Wednesday is coming 
into view. Irish Unionists tell hon. 
friends who talk over the Nationalist 
efforts with them that Ulster is strength- 
ened rather than weakened as time goes 
on in the resolve to refuse an Irish Parlia-

GERMAN SPIES IN THE 


UNITED STATES. 


_ The Evening Stahdard states that in London 
diplomatic circles yesterday the view taken was 
that the United States and Germany are very 
near a state of war. Certain information has 
lately come to hand which points to this con- 
clusion. | 

Vienna newspapers state that Austria © is 
thoroughly in accord with Germany. regarding 
the U-boat war. No change, however, has ‘et 
occurred in the relations between Austria- 
Hungary and the United States, but the situa- 
tion continues as before—-uncertain. — 

The World publishes on excellent authority a 
statement that Mr. Roosevelt is planning, in the 
event of war between the United States and 
Germany, to raise an Expeditionary Force to 
sail to Europe. The force, it is stated, would 
be placed at the disposal of the Entente 
Generals in Europe. 

While details of the scheme are not positively 
known at present, the plans are undefstood to 
contemplate the despatch of a force of as many 
as 200,000 men, : ' 

The Senate, says a Washington telegram, dis- 
cussed the Espionage Bill. Mr. Overgan, sup- 
porting the measure, said there were 100,0c 
spies in the United States. 

The New York Evening Sun's Washin on 
correspondent says:—The State department has 
received information of the arrival of between 
200 and 300 German reservists in Mexico City 
during the past month, intending to identify 
themselves with General Carransa’s Army or 
with any Mexican faction willing to organise 
a force to repel any troops who might be landed 
ffom the United States or Great Britain to safe- 
guard the oilfields about Tampico. The corre- 
spondent states that the report is regarded with 
some seriousness, coupled as it is with the recent 
rumour of the presence of German submarines 
in the Gulf of Mexico and numerous proofs of 
German intrigue in Mexico for some time past.

REPORTS OF SUNKEN SHIPS.

Dr. MACNAMARA, in reply to Mr. Holt, said 
—It is not politic. to announce how ships are 
sunk, and where. My hon. friend is aware that 
information that a vessel is sunk or damaged 
is made public, and the owners concerned ard 
communicated with. 

Mr. HOLT suggested that the Preas should be 
prevented from ascribing losses of ships to sub- 
marines when they could have no knowledge of 
the subject. 

Dr. MACNAMARA—T have said that we make 
no anhouncement as to how the ships are sunk, 
and, therefore, any statement that they are 
sunk by submarines cannot be in consequence 
of official information from us. I will take a 
note of the suggestion of the hon. member. 


THE WAR AND SHIPPING.

The Liverpool Steamship Owners’ Association, 
of which Sir Norman Hill (the eminent shipping 
authority) is Secretary, held their annual meet- 
ing yesterday. The annual report, in view of 
war conditions, was of unusual interest. lt 
stated that the records of the year had again 
shown how futile was the attempted German 
blockade, although conducted. with ever-ynecreas- 
ing barbarity. “ the ocean trades the losseés 
from war perils had represented 7 per cent. on 
the total tonnage of British ships employed, 
and 10 per cent. on the value of the cargo 
carried. Notwithstanding the so-called blockade, 
eargoes of the weight of upwards of 40 million 
tons were brought into United ‘Kingdom ports 
from foreign countries, and, taking into account 
new ships completed since the outbreak of war, 
tbe total tonnage of the British mercantile 


‘juerine had been reduced by lees than 5 per 


cent. The extraordinary success attained in 
keeping open our oversea trade had prevented 
the nation from realising the burden placed by 
the war on our oversea carrying power, 4 

The report then commented on the effect of 
State control of mercantile ships. This had 
been completed, and grave issues were involved 
which demanded consideration. The cardinal 
fact was that after satisfying war demands the 
total shipping available in the world was not 
sufficient to carry the cargoes required, In 
these circumstances the primary object of State 
intervention must be to kecure the most effec- 
tive use of the ocean carrying power available. 
The consequont reduction in the case of the 
United Kingdom trade waa in the ratio of from 
100 to 60, The report denied that the rise in 
freights had been the governing factor in the 
increased prices of commodities, and instances 
were given to aupport this contention. The Ag. 
sociation welcomed the appointment of a Ship- 
ping Controller, whose duty was to see that the 
mercantile marine was used to the best advan- 
tage of the nation. 
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CONDITIONS IN GERMANY. 


IMPERIAL BANK'S DEMAND 
FOR GOLD ORNAMENTS, 


The semi-official Norddeutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung prints prominently on its front page, 
and in heavy type, an appeal by the President 
of the German Imperial Bank, urging all Ger- 
man men and women to sell their old valuables 
to the Imperial Bank and to fs eo of all 
jewels held in neutral countries asad the 
agency of the diamond regie. The appeal points 
out that the sacrifice of gold and jewellery, 
which the bank demands forms part of the 
necessary equipment, but all classes do not yet 
fully realise the necessity for this further 
sacrifice. The President of the bank adds that 
he does not yet need to demand the sacrifice of 
gold ornaments: of especial historical, artistic, 
and ethnical interest, but he does require all 
gold ornaments outside of this category.

transfer to the War Loan. The Belfast Cor- 
poration was able, therefore, to assist the War 
Loan directly and indirectly to the extent of 
£1,000,000. From recent correspondence in the 
Dublin Press there appears to be an impression 
that the three banks “lá their headquarters 
in Belfast—namely, the Northern, Belfast, and 
Ulster Banks—-gather deposita through their 
branches in the Routh and West of Ireland, and 
that these deposita are used for financing the 
imdustries of the North. From inquiries which 
IT have made in leading banking circles in Hel- 
fast to-day, I find that this is an entire mis- 
conception of the practice of the Northern 
group of banks. hile the banks from the 
North are naturally glad to receive deposits in 
the South and West, it must not be forgotten 
that they lend on overdrafta, mortgages, etc., 
in the Southern and Western Provinces as 
much, if not more, than they get in on deposit. 
The banks with head offices in Dublin receive 
deposits in their Northern branches, and it is 
not suggested that these deposits finance 
Southern business concerns. All the resources 
of the North are used for Northern business, 
and it is a pity that correspondents, before 
making contrary statements, generally for poli- 
tical purposes, do not make inquiries from the 
nearest branch of a Northern bank, and get an 
accurate statement of the position. As a rule, 
people bank where they think they are in the 
safest hands and are best served, no matter 
whether the bank has its head office in the 
North or in the South, or even in Ireland at al). 

Telegraphing last night, our correspondent 
eaid:—It was announced on good authority to. 
night that the amount subscribed through the 
Relfast banks to the new War Loan is over 
fifteen millions new money, and conversions 
through them ten millions.

QUESTION OF PRICE. 


RESTRICTION OF EXPORTS. 


With reference to the statement by the 
Prinfe Minister concerning the wholesale and 
retail prices of potatoes, a representative of 
this paper had a conversation yesterday with 
the Vice-President of the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction. 

The whole question of the potato supply of 
Ireland, said Mr. Russell, is rapidly becoming 
critical. We began the year with a diminished 
yield of 34 per cent., or 1,250,000 tons, as 
compared with the previous year’s yield. The 
pubiication of this fact at once arrested atten- 
tion, and a demand was made in Parliament, 
‘which was officially backed up by the Irish 
Parliamentary Party, for prohibition of ex- 
port. It ought to be said, continued Mr. 


| Russell, that thie export trade in potatoes— 


which is confined to five Ulster counties and 
the County of Louth—is not a very large 
matter. 

How much does it amount to, approximately? 
he was asked. 

Last year it amounted to something under 
200,000 tons, but it is a EN business, and 
the Department was. exteedingly anxious not 


a promising . industry. The deficiency of 
potatoes in England and Scotland, however, 
made the question extremely urgent, and it 
became quite apparent that the wants of these 
two countries, and the natural desire of the 
Ulster farmer to take advantage of a first- 
rate market, would speedily result 
leaving a potato in this country. The Depart- 
ment, therefore, asked for an order pYohibiting 
the export of potatoes; but conferring a dis- 
cretion to licence cases that we thought to be 
essential, and we also stipulated, of course, 
for the supply of the Army and the Navy, 
about which there has been no question. 

And what is the position at present? asked 
the interviewer. 

The position to-day stands in this way, replied 
Mr. Ruésell. In November last, when a census 
-had been taken, we arrived at the conclusion 
that, allowing for human consumption, for 
the needs of the Army and Navy (which the 
authorities had fixed at from 10,000 to 20,000 
tons per month), and for the certainty that a 
greatly increased seed supply would be 
necessary this year—we arrived, as Il 
say, at the conclusion that there 
were not more than 100,000 tons of 
potatoes available for export. The reply 
which I em giving to-night in the House of 
Commons to Captain Donelan will show that 
ihe iiences we have issued since December 
21at to January 3let cover 5,500 tons. This 
figure, of course, does not include the Army 
and Navy requirements, so that it will be seen 
that we have not acted recklessly. 
have been exposed to violent abuse, both in 
Great Britain and in the North of Ireland, 
for our restrictions on export. That is the 
wosition to-day. My fixed conviction is that 
ba this season is out wa shall be running 
very close for potatoes in this country, and, 
in face of a fact like this, it ought not to be 
forgotten that there are great areas in Ireland 
which are still, to a large extent, dependent 
on the potato as the ordinary food of the 
people. i 

The situation is, then, a serious one? 

Yes, said Mr. Russell. Whatever British 
merchants and Ulster exporters may think, 
it would be impossible for anyone who is 
compelled to deal with this quéstion to 
ignore the fact that this raises an trish 
food question of the greatest magnitude. 

[I have, therefore, Mr. Russell proceeded, 
done my best to hold on to the potato supply. 
Í have respondéd “to appeals from the War 
Office, the Admiralty, and other public depart- 
ments, and have allowed licence in certain 
cases; but I am quite certain that the Irish 
public would not have allowed the free export 
of potatoes in a time of erisis like this without 
making a plain public protest. 

Of course, you have read the Prime Minister's 
Order published with regard to prices? 

have, responded Mr. Russell, and many 
Bee have asked me if it applies to Ireland. 
assume that it does, and I am at the present 
moment in communication with the Irish Go- 
vernment in London on the subject. 

About the price of potatoes to the consumer, 
what de you say? 

That is a question of supreme importance to 
Ireland. The military authorities some time 
ago fixed the price of potatoes in Ireland at £8 
a ton. That is to say, they were prepared to 
commandeer them ab that price, and they 
have been getting them at that price since, as 
they. were required, The retailprice aí potatoes 
which the grower sells at £8 a ton is now £14 a 
ton to the consumer. I know of no real or 
valid defence for that high price to the con- 
sumer. The public have a way of their own in 
dealing with such a thing as that. It is one of 
the injustices which cannot go on; but the De- 
partment has no right to interfere with it. | 

it may be useful to add, coneluded Mr: Rus- 
sell, that under the prohibition of export of oats 
the same thing is happening. The Ante Pca 
have no desire to prohibit the export of any- 
thing, but we must have seed oats for our in- 
creased tillage scheme. All sorts of appealse— 
even threats of legal proceedings—are coming 
to hand. 1 think as little of the latter as I do 
of the former, and I repeat what I said to a

PRICE OF SEED POTATOES,

potatoes, a conference would be held on Tuesday 
to discuss the final form of the Order. 


CARTAGE OF POTATOES, 


Mr. EDMUND HARVEY asked whether the 
attention of the Ministry of Food had been 
directed to the enhanced charges made in some 
instances by farmers for the cartage of potatoes 
sold by them, in order to circumvent the 
maximum price for the sale of potatoes: and 
whether, in the interests of the consumer he 
proposed to take action. 

Captain BATHURST replied that the acti. 
taken by the War Cabinet on Saturday mail 
it was believed, prevent a recurrence of at- 
tempts mentioned in the question. 


SALES OF POTATOES IN IRELAND. 
Attention having been called to the fact that 
farmers at the Tipperary market were demand- 
ing ls, 4d. and ls. 6d. a stone for potatoes, the 
police intervened, and the farmers subsequently 
sold the potatoes at le. a stone, 
Thevintervention of the police at the Cashel 
potato market was iristrumental in bringing 
down the price of potatoes from ls.

CRIMINAL LAW AMEND- 
‘MENT BILL. 


Sir GEORGE CAVE (Home Secretary), in 
moving thé second reading of the Criminal Law 
Amendment Bill, said that there was a strong 
case for a measure of this kind which. dealt 
with the social evil. e was quite ready to 
think that this country was no worse—indeed it 
might be better—than other countrics. But 
there was a general agreement that some reform 
of the -law was needed, ‘The bill 
proposed to raise what was called the age of 
consent in ¢ases of indecent assault to 16, and 
to repeal the proviso to Section 5 of the 
Criminal Law Amendment Act of 1835, which 
provided that reasonable cause to suppose a 
girl to be above the age of 16 should be sufficient 
efence to a charge under that Act. He had 
considered the question of raising the age under 
that section to 17, but believed that it would be 
more of a protection for young girls to remove 
the proviso, and leave the age at 16. It was 
proposed to increase the time within which 
proceedings might be taken from six months to 
twelve months, and in regard to disorderly 
houses the bill imposed increased penalties of 
£100 or three months’ imprisonment for a 
first conviction, £250 or six months’ imprison- 
ment for a second conviction, and £500 
or twelve month” imprisonment for a 
third and subsequent conviction, The 
present penalties for keeping a. dis- 
orderly house were of no use at all as a de- 
terrent, having regard to the profits made in 
this horrible trade. In one known case a 
woman was receiving ag much as £117 a week, 
which was at the rate of more than £6,000 a 
year; and in another case a person had de- 

sited in the bank over £2,000 in six months. 
le hoped that magistrates, when a conviction 
took place, would not be content with impos- 
ing & fine, but would inflict the penalty of im- 
prisonment. He next deait with two clauses 
dealing with venereal disease, remarking that 
this was a matier of real importance, affecting 
the future of the race. The second of these 
clauses proposed that advertisements of remedies 
for certain diseases should be treated as inde- 
cent advertisements. 


MR. HERBERT SAMUEL,

He strongly sup- 
ported the novel proposal in Clause 2, making 
it an offence for anyone knowingly to communi- 


i eate a loathsome disease to another person, 


and he could not understand why it waa not 
made law long ago. He regretted that the age 
of consent had not been raised to 17, and ad 
vocated that young girls below that age found 
leading an immoral life should be sent to 
some kind oí reforming institution. He 
earnestly hoped that, even in. war time, Parlia- 
ment would be willing to sanetion legislation 
on the admirable lines of the bill. 

Mr. GLYN JONES thought that some of the 
provisions of the bill were susceptible of im- 
provement, 

Mr. WEDGWOOD considered that this was 
one of those piows, well meaning measures 
which in point of practice became á dead 
letter.

COURTMARTIAL IN DUBLIN. 


The District Courtmartial appointed to im 
vestigate charges of sedition and disaffection 
under the Defence of the Realm Act against 
four men for singing songs of a seditious nature 
at a concert held in the Foresters’ Hall, Rut- 
land square, Dublin, on January 2lst, resumed 
ita sittings at Ship street Barracks yeaterday.The 
Court consisted of Major Wood, D.8.0., Reserve 
Regiment of Cavalry (President); Captain 
(Temporary Major) Kavanagh, R. I. Fusiliers, 
and Lieutenant (Temporary Captain) R. C. H. 
Shaw Hamilton, Cavalry Depot. 

Andrew O'Doherty, Creggan street, Derry, 
pleaded not guilty to having sung a seditious 
song, entitled '' Who Fears. io Speak of Easter 


| Week.”’ 


Mr. James Rearden (instructed br Mr. D. 
O'Flaherty, of the Chief Crown Solicitor's 
Office) prosecuted, and Mr, Lardner, M.P. (in- 
structed by Messrs. Corrigan and Corrigan) ap- 
peared for the defendant. 

Mr. Rearden mentioned that the defendant waa 


ainst a man named Hole- 
an. The singing of the g was clearly an 
attempt to cause disaffection amongst the 
civilian population 

Detective Officer Walsh, who was present at 
the concert, said he paid particular attention to 
the singing of the song, which be had heard 
before. 

Mr. Rearden proposed to hand to witness a 
decument purporting to contain the words ot 
the gong. 

Mr. Lardner objected, and said that the inci- 
dent was a disgusting example ef heel tapping. 

The President said that the same course was 
adopted on Saturday in reference to a poem 
ealled “ Vengeance,” and no objection was then 
made. 

Mr. Lardner etated that the witness wore he 
recited the words from memory and afterwards 
admitted that he read them from the eong. 

The objection was overruled. 

ln cros-examination witness said that he re- 
membered some of the lines of the song, but he 
refreshed his memory with a copy of the song 
called “ Easter Week.” : 

Evidence was also given by Detective Officer 
Flanagan. i 

Mr, Lardner, on behalf of the defendant, for 
whom no witnesses were called, stated that the 
witness Walsh had confused the song “' Easter 
Week " with Ingram’s “ Memory of the Dead,”’ 
which had become a classic in literature. The 
prosecution had not proved that O'Doherty had 
used the words complained of. If attention was 
to be directed to incidents of this kind, and if 
resuile were to follow which were not desired by 
ail who. were anxious for the peace of the 
country, such resulte would flow more imme- 
diately from: these trial than from anything 
that took place at the concert. ' 

Mr. Rearden said he was spares to tender 
evidence as to character, but the Court, after 
consultation, decided to decline the evidence. 

The aceused made a statement to the effect 
that be had been in custody for three weeks. 
He carried on a butchering business in Derry, 
and was the sole support of his father and 
mother, Since his arreat he lost hundreds of 
pounds owing to his business going down. 

The case Br George Lyons, Great Bruns- 
wick street, Dublin, was then proceeded with. 
The charge against him was of attempting to 
eause disaffection among His Majesty's subtests 
by taking part at a concert at which seditious 
songs were sung, and by aiding and abetting 
the three other accused men, Holohan 
O'Doherty, and Milroy. : 

Mr. Hughes (instructed by Mr. J. K. Wooda) 
appeared for Lyons, and objected to his client 
being tried before the trial o Milroy. | 

The objection waa withdrawn, the Crown 
undertaking not to present any evidence against 
Lyons in reapect of aiding and abetting Milrey. 

Mr. Rearden mentioned that Lyons acted na 
stage manager at the concert, and announced 
the various items and introduced the r- 
formers. At the beginning of the concert the 
defendant said: “ This is not a taxation eon- 
cert; therefore, smoking will not be allowed,."’ 

Detective Officer Walsh re out counsel's 
statement, and gave evidence regarding the 
singing of seditious gongs. He knew the de-

THE POULTRY PROBLEM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—A letter signed “Helen Scott Kerr” 
recently appeared in your columns on the ques- 
tion of poultry-raising this season, to which I 
have been hoping to see some response, for 
surely your correspondent expresses the feelings 
of the bulk of trish poultry-breeders in the 
present crisis. She reasons that, as poultry is 
included as meat, and the weight allowed per ' 
head includes bone, the housekeeper, apart 
from monetary considerations, could not afford 
to take out her allowance in a fowl weighing, 
say, 4ibs., as against 4ibs. of steak. But if, as 
some authorities predict, beef will be very 
scarce next .ummer, there does not seem to 
be much danger of the lack of a market for 
table fowl. There is no way in which meat 
can be so quickly produced as by the @earing of 
poultry; chickens come in for use from about 
sixteen weeks old, anfl ducklings sooner. At 
cartain times of the year there is also a con- 
siderable demand in tha London markets for 
poussins, or fat chickens. about the sise of 
partridges, which, though too expensive for 
general use, would be very helpful for the 
diet of invalids and children. 

The really important point is: Can we count 
on an gy ' is supply of cereals for the rearing 
process? Wheat it seems, is not now aveilable 
for feeding live-stock, and it formerly was the 
basis of the dry-food mixtures used so largely 
for chicken-rearing. If the Food Controller 
finds it necessary Jater that the. whole wheat 
must be used for tread, we shall be without 
bran and pollard. Barley-meal, which is a 
most useful poultry food, is scarce and difficult 
to procure, séan to the fact that such a 
great proportion of the barley harvest is malted, 
which Bos returna only 25 per cent. of feed- 
ing stuifss Doubtless, the Government considers 
that the malt products of barley are more 
necessary to the welfare and sustenance of the 
nation than the very large amount of feeding 
that the grain would bave supphed for the 
raising of pigs and poultry, not to mention beef, 
mik, and eggs. We still have, however, oat- 
meal in ite various forms, and Indian meal, and, 
if plenty of these can be obtained, there should 
be no great difficulty in rearing, unless the 
pries is altogether prohibitive. 

_ At present English egg-buyers aro com plain- 
ing of the decease in quantity and quality of 
Irish eggs. Thera are several reasons which 
may account for the shortage. The winter has 
been unusually severe ; feeding is not so plenti- 
ful as usual; more eggs may be consumed at 
home owing to the price of meat and fish. 
The high price obtainable for table birds, com- 
bined with the pe of feeding stuff, has caused 
veople to sell o pullets and hens which should 
save been retained’ for laying. The last 
reason probably ia the principal one, and cer- 
tainly the most sériousy Great n 6 
birds were kept by cottagers, who have to buy 
every bit of their poultry food, and these people 
could not afford the outlay entailed now for 
the food of chickens while maturing for sale, 
or for the up-keep of hens which wers off lay- 
ing during moult. Pullets will probably be at 
® premium next winter, and those who manage 
to rear them and hold them: over will fs 
fortunate. I think that the Department of 
Agriculture ought at once to issue some advice 
as to the best course for Trish poultry-keepers 
te — a ord “ fo ensure tha preaervation of 
the industry and to conserve. the ego supp!
